In ihe park country or in the !m_ul
rogln thers noed bo po renl difiewity
in having an idea) pasture if the werl
la done right, says Northwostern Far
mer. In clearing the land, trees uith
bo left here and there, and the lund
sown oven at the outset with twa of
thros or more kinds of grasoen, such &2
will grow with us, One of these shauld
be orclised grass, Another should be
white clover, A third should be biue
grasn, and n fourth should be timothy.
Such & misture should grow well for
poversl vears, until the stumps st least
have rotted, It could then ba reno-
vated by plowing It up and sowing
with grasses again, A nurse ofop could
te pused, and under such conditions it
had bottar be eut for fodder as it will
not fill well when growing usder the
trees, It would only need lo be (hius
crupped one year, when it could be
agaln devotnd to pasturing. Such pas-
thres are very fine, more especially
whon they grow orchard grass, lor or-
phard grasm would grow {2 them quile
fresly bocauss of the shads, They also
furnisl a landseaps that is boautitul
to look upon, There are many regions
in this northwest that could thua be
made to furplsh the best of pastures
and for sucesssive years, Bome of the
troos wouldl dle oeeasionally, but eould
be provided for by leaving au ample
sipply of trees st the firet,

Easperiments with Flax.

A bulletin has besn lesied from the
Contral Experim farm nt Ot
by Dr. Ssunderty dealing with toe auls
tivation of flax. It is stated th
dry wentorn climate Is not fa
for growing flux for Ober, ns ths
I redieed both in quaniity and
ue eompnared with the article .
in the easterst’ part of the continent.
In the east flax {8 grown largely for
the fiber. One of the claims put forth
for flax Is, that it ean be grown o
broaking the first year, thus giving the
farmer & erop the firet season. Tests
were made at the Manitoba ssperiment-
al farm nd to the quantity of seed to be
sown por acrs. From 40 pounds of
peed per Bdere, 19 bushels and 26
potinds were oblalned; from 70 pounds
per sera 40 bushala por nore were ob-
talned; and from 80 pounds of seed
per acre, 50 bushels 60 pounds of seed
wers obtalned, Dr, Saundem does not
think that Anx is mueh more exhaustive
to the soll than's good crop of whent
or oata, and in a rich soll the diffsrence
would be seareely perceptible.—Ameri-
ean Elevator and Grain Trade,
